

Dade Heritage Trust Board Meeting October 15,197^. 

1. Meeting called to order C:15 P.M. by 2 V.T. Sallye Juae at home of 
Marty Grafton, 


2, Minutes of previous meeting read,corrected,approved. '" 

3* Treasurer Ludovico Blanc Reported ^1325 earned at gala,$150 new membershipC 
bill from Kathy Ramsey to be paid $53 and perhaps other bills from gala would 
be received but treasury now had $4659•lO in savings $3000 the Board passed 
a motion to put another $1000 into the savings account. 


4. The Board approvedff25 in dues to be paid maintaining our membership 
in the National Trust for Historic Preservation. 


5, Only 1 commltlee reported, Marty Grafton,chairman of History/ocrapbook 
committee receiitly i'oi'meo suggestec that a notice be placed in the DKT 
nevjsletter asking membei's to contribute items they have s; ved usefull to 
her committee project. Board approved. 


6. ...otlon passed to appoint Betty Field to fill the vacant position on 
Board of TruBtees, aatomaticar i.y approved unless Betty could not accept. 

7. Motior. passed that _ v.P. Sallye Jude move up to 1st V.P. end Beth 
V.; :dir>er move up-' to 2 7.1. Beth was not present to accept. 

0. Dolly McIntyre rep)orted she was #40 of 42 speakers at the county 
manager's meeting Oct. 2 which she attended at direction of DHT Board. 

She presented proposal and copy of hei speech asking $25,000 for site 
location and feasability study,$ 50,000 for preservation and restoration 
efforts and $11,000 for a pirofessional to manage the historic site survey. 
These funds would actually go i,o the County'’ prom HUD but some of it might 
be handled through DHT. Dolly was encouraged because a membdr of the panel 
coi^plimented her and said ner proposal v/’>s one of the fe’w presented 'that 
evening that would have a cnance. Bhe expected nev/s about triis soon, 

9. Motion passed to ask Judy Morton and Kathy Ramsey to be co-editors 
of the DHT nei/sletter. Dolly said she wuuld send out the Kov. 1 ne-wsletter 
and make the arrangements with Judyr and Kathy' to take over. 

9. A memorandum from absent Ires. Sam Boldrick proposing an operations 
manual for DHT executive'action was postponed for action until Nov. Board 
meeting. 

10. Dolly i-.cintyre sugges-Ued we keep the honorary advisors of the gala 
benefit interested in DHT,present them v/ith an information kit and personally 
invite them to attend the next DHT general meeting. Board approved this 

idea and authorized a kit to be made up initially for the honorary advisors 
but also to be used for fund-raising and public relations purposes wiien needed 

11. Marty Grafton suggested Information to be included in DHT kit,a list of 
local sites on national Register and news of local legislative and fund 
raislnp: efforts for historic preservation. Dolly suggested also including 
photocopies of news releases about DHT events.Board approved suggestions 
ano no further Board a.ctlon is net.ded for informa,tion kit to oe made up 
supervised by Dolly heintrye, unless expenses exceed $100.

Council for Dade County and mS DHT might need to contact it in future, 
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13. Dolly reported that Andersons Corners extension of 6 months lor repairs 
to eaoape demolition had run out and owner lat Cothron 

a hearing of the Unsafe Structures Board of Dade^Co. Oct.^1 to explainwhy 
the repairs had not been made arc appeal for more time,Dolly had contacted^ 
Villagers preservation committee chairman Alice White and they vfould appear 
at the hearing with I'^lrs, Cothron representing DHt and Villagers support 
for preservation of Andersons Corners,an important historic site. Maroy 
suggested that if the Unsafe Struxtures Board seemed unfavorable ^
